of which, the former is uſtrpation z the latter, Sedition. We 
ſay gitts are but the foundation of a Calling,they donot war- 
rant any to do the works of that Calling without any more 
ado. Toa Calling two things are required. 1. Gitts, or en- 
dowments. 2. Authority. This is plain, in eh. 20. 21. As my 
F uther hath ſent me, ſo ſend T you. There Chrilt gives his Apoſtles 
Authority. v. 22. He breathed on them, and ſaith unto them, Recejye 
ye the holy Ghoſt.. There he gives them their gitts( as we com« 
monly call them) zz. abilities for their Calling. So Jetus be- 
fore his Aſcenſion gives the Apoſtles their Authority, /Late.28. 
19, 20. Go ye therefore, &c. But tor the plenituae of Apoltolica}l 
gifts,they muſt wait at Jeruſalem till atcer bis Aſcenſion. AG. 
1. 4. Wait for the promiſe from the Father which ye have heard of me. 
Where? Lk. 24. 49. where this pronute is expounded, to be 
endued with power from on hizh. And that was when they were all 
filled with the holy Ghoſt, A&. 2.4. Now gifts and abilitics 
arenot enough without Authority. Chriſt we fee gives theſe 
diltin&tly, and the Apoſtles went not with one without the 
other. If gifts without Anthority or Calling were ſuthcient, 
U22ah might have carried the Ark as well as the Prieſts, he 
and others had as able bodies, and as good (ſhoulders, as the 
Prieſts, if abilities were enough. And there bad been more 
 Apollles then ever Chriſt made : there were Preachers at Co- 
rinth who thought theniſe] ves, (and others thought them too) 
4:1 abilities betore Pax/zwhom they looked on,and bade others 
look on him as one in reſpe of them baſe in preſence, and in 
ſpeech contemprible. And have not private pericns Gitts to 
bapcize, as well as to Preach, tince Scripture ard Reaton ſhew 
that Bapriſine is allo in re{pe of Giits a bulinctle interiour to 
Preaching ? 

Aid havenort Lawyers and ſome other private men gifts to 
dothofe things thar belong to the Judges and Magittrates oft- 
fice? And'vy this DoGtrine every tuch one may,ay and mult

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ep up into the Judges and Magiſtrates ſeats of Juſtice : Muft 
Iſay, becauſe they teach, that Gifts are their warrant ſuffici- 
ent, and that God requires the exercile ot them. All then who 
have gitts to be Judges, and Magittrates are fent ot God to the 
Bench and Sword.

(thatis miraculons) wewill grant bring authority with them;

4-1 t.) io could they ſpeak wich Torgzes too, we 
would not queſtion their Authority, but hear and detend theic 
Preaching.

Hec an no more hence conclude that private perſons 
may preach, then that every Lawyer gitted in the Law may 
fiep into the Judges Seats at Weliminſtcr, and do their work.

For a Lawyer is bound to uſe thoſe gifts God hath given him 
in the Law for the good of his brothers eſtate, as well asa 
Chriitian is bound to uſe his gifts of Grace for the good of his 
brothers ſoul. Muſt every Lawyer therefore fay ,*tis his bufi- 
neſſe to do the Judges and Magiſtrates funftions ? -He would 
ſoon be taught to his colt, that it was his uſurpation , if any 
ſhould be ſo mad to enterpriſe it.

1. There are other wayes of uling gitts tor the edifying of 
the Church beſides preaching. Family-governours, and Pa- 
rents muſt edifie their children and Family , and Gods gives 
chem gifts for prayer and knowledge , and forthat purpoſe. 
And Chriſtians mutt exhort and comfort, and ſo edifie one an- 
other in Chriſtian Conference and diſcourſe, and God givcs 
them gifts for it, ay to women many times no mean gitts this 
way, as Scriprure ſhewes us in Priſc/la,and others, and experi- 
ence in many 3 and yet no woman mult preach : yet hath ſhe 
a large field to exerciſe her cditying gifts in,

At that time there was a great perſecution azainst the 
Church which n as at. Jeruſy/'em, and they were all ſcattered abroad 
thorowout the regi9ns 0 f Judea.and Samaria, except the A Þo {t'es. 

4. Therefore , they that were ſcattered abroad , went every where 
preaching the Word. 


Here he\uppoſes, that theſe who preached here were pri- 
vate perſons, in the ſame condition as Lay-men with us. And 
therefore our Lay-men may preach;ſo as they dozeven as theſe 
Primitive Chriitians did. 

1. We will examine his proof, that theſe Preachers were 
private men; and it he makes not this good, he proves nothing. 

2. We will ſhew, that if it could be proved, that theſe were 
private men, thisexaiwple will no way help to prove the law- 
tulneſſe of that, practile which our Lay-preachers uſe, and: 
plcad tor.

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1. How doth he prove them private men? this is all his 
proof, which is nothing ſatisfaQory, 

_ They were not the Apoſtles, as it 1 apparent, v. 1. and at thu time Kno. 
there were 110 Officers in the Church ſave the A 'Þo ſtles and Deacons, as 
we read of. 

We grant they were not the Apoſles, for they ſtayed at Je- Anſw- 
ruſalem, v. 1. and hegrants there were Deacons,. and they 
were more then Lay-men, for he'cals them Officers ; and the 
Scripture ſhews, that they had impoſition of hands. AF. 6.6. 
ſo they were not all private perſons. But grant it was not a 
Deacons office to preach, how doth he prove there were no 
other officers at this time ? 

He mult proye out of Gods. Word, that before this perſecu- 
tion, there were no other Officers; and if they were all. pri- 
vate perſons at Jerufalem , he muft prove that the Apoltles 
gavethem no Commiſhon to preach, when they went thence; 
and ſuppoſing this, then, that God did not give them com- 
miſſion by immediate Revelation ; till he prove this, there is 
nothing hence to ſatisfie them, that ſeek Scripture-warrant, 
but onely to beguil inconfiderate-people. | 

All that is ſaid for.this is, there were none as we read of. He 
may read of them, it he will, as others do. 

Bur by | thi time |doth he mean before this ſcattering .by 
this perſecution,or atter? It before, I anſwer two things. 


1. Avery learned man faith, that the ſeventy Diſciples &#:he/. Due 
were Paſtors in office, v. 1. The Lord appointed other ſeventy Rags ofPreb{ult 0. 
alſo, and ſent them, not onely to preach, but to work mira- "AUK: ory 
cles,and this makes them more then private perſons. And the [4.ibid.p-293» 
ſame man tels us, that learned Divines think that theſe of the 
ſcattered Church,who preached,were theſeventy Diſciples.

And this they did praGtiſe every where as 
opporunnity offered,and neceſlity required ( witnefſe the As 
and Epittles of the Apoſtles) ſending forth Prophets and 
Evangeliſts ( the Apoſtles Afſiftants in their extraordinary 
work )to plant and gather Churches, or to confirm them that 
were planted: and to ordain Paſtors and Teachers in ſetled 
Churches. And how will ic be proved , that the Apoſtles did 
not give Authority tothele men, to preach the Goſpel as they 
went ?*'Was there not need, when the Apoltiles themſelves muit 
ſtay at Jeruſalem,v.1. and the Goſpel mult be preached abroad 
at the ſametime? And it is probable ( nay is itnot toqueſt'- 
on the Apoſtles care) that they, being truſted with the ſpread- 
ing of the Goſpel , ſhould let theſe men go, and give them no 
order to preach it ?( which if they did ics enough ) eſpecially 
fince this perſecution came by Gods Providence for this very 
end, that they ( whom peace held together in comfortable 
fellowſhip at Jeruſalemybeing diſperſed )mighrt ſpread the Go- 
ſpel as they went ? Is there any Scripture Keith or ſenſe to

And 
what is the gift of Yongues? and to ſpeak with Tongues in 
the Scripture ſenſe, what is ic? Notto ſpeak Tongnes as we 
learn by [tudy and pains-taking, as by ltudy we learn the La- 
tin, Greck , Hebrew , Caldee, &c. This indeed is a Gift of 
Tongues, but not in the Scripture ſenſe, but ſuch Tongues as 
are gtven by God without mans pains,for Tongues are a ſfigne 
tounbeleevers: 1 Cyr. 14. 22. Tis when men do by the Spirit of 
God ſpeak thoſe Tongues which they never learned, and 
which the hearers know they are ignorant of, otherwiſe they 
cannot be a ſtgnetothem being unbeleevers. Sothe Apoſiles, 
known to be unlearned men, on the ſudden, the holy Gholt 
deſcending an them, ſpake many feverall ſorts of languages, 
»t which'the hearers were am»zed. Now how will John Knowts 
ayoid this, but that he and all Lay-preachers are command- 
ed here thus to ſpeak with Tongues? See what abſurdities fol- 
low wreſting Scripture, which wreſters have for their pains.

State and Church, I ſubmit therein. 

1Iſhall now diſmifſe Foh» Know ls with this adviſe ont of the 
Apoltle qgpevery £15 79 owfporeivy, And ſhall detire the Reader to 
take notice of the inde of proof he uſeth, which is not by ex+ 
preſſe words of Scripture,bat all by conſequence; which kinde 
of arguing we grant, and maintain to be 'good , but for as 
much as it is denied to us by many among us in point of Pz- 
dobaptiſme, and ſome higher matters, we will in like manner 
deny them the ule of that weapon, which they except againlt 
inus. And fo by cheir own tenent all Joby Knowls his argu» 
ments are nothing, becauſe onely con{equentiall. Therefore 
as ſuch ask us, where we read in Scripture, that Infants were 
baptized ?So we ask them, where they read in the Bible, that 
aLay-man, aprivate perſon, one out of offize did, preach, or .is.com- 
manded ſo todo? *TFis not ingenuous, nor fair, to deny In- 
fants Baptiſme, and toqueſtion and deny farre greater mat- 
ters, ſaying, we havenot exprefſe words of Scripture for the 
ſame; and they themſelves in the mean time ſet up Lay-mens 
preaching (and other things) for which they have no expreſle 
words in Scripture. Therefore they malt either grant Intants 
Bapriſme,and ſuch other points,contained in the Scripture by 
g20d conſequence, or they mutt lay down Lay-mens preach- 
ing, and chey muſt keep all women from the. Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper,untill they can find exprelle words'tor it 'in the 
Pible; and greater ſtones mult they pull out of the building of 
faith. But I dare not argue with theſe men (2b 25jurdo) with 
arguments taken from Abſurdities that will and malt rollowz 
. becauſe they are {6 ready to ſwallow the greateſt ab{uraities 
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(as ſome have done already)rather then by them tobe driven _ _-/ 
cothetruth. Yet the holy Apoltleuterh this argument againſt 1 Core 15,1. ' 
the denyers of the Re{urretion, IF( faith he) there be mo reſars ft vo 7 
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Mon of the dead,then Chriſt is net riſen, then is our preaching wain, 
ys your faith vain. Theſe were horrid conſequences to drive 
em from that hereticall opinion, to which thole conſequen= 
ces were linked. And tris {ad,thas any now ſhould ( as they 
do) ſwallow as horrid conſequences, rather then yomit up a= 
gain {uch morſels, as they have taken , to which theſe conſe» 
quences are neceflarily tyed. 


Poſt-ſcript. 
I Shall now give the Reader an. account , why I ſingle out 
'Mr. Cotton to make ſo much ute of his Feltimony in this 
controverfie , and herein L{hall make good what is ſaid inthe 
frontiſpice of this diſcourle, viz. that Lay-mens preaching is 
not allowed, by the Jadgement or praftiſe of the Churches of 
Chrilt in New-Eng/2nd.And Ichooſe out Mr. Cottons tefttimony, 
Not onely becauſe ke is a godly and learned Preacher , and cx» 
pounds the Seriptures alledged ( by f-bn Knowls for privite 
perſons preaching) as Idiu( and do) againit it(as others 3lio 
do)but becauſe ia all things, wherein Il have made uſe ot him, 
as a witnefle, he carries with himthe Vote of the Churches of 
Chriſt in New-Erglend, and ic ſhou'd ſeem of all the Churches 
of the Separation in 0/d-England, it N. H. and . H. the pubs 
fiſhers of one of theſe books of Mr. Cottons be not deceived. 

To make this good. 

1. That Mr. Cottons vote carries with it the: vote of the 
Churches of Chriit in New-England , we gather , becauſe the 
Title of one of theſe books ( wherein he ſpeaks againit Lay- 
mens preaching ) is this, The way of the Churches of Chriſt in New- 
England; and the ſubje& of the book is to ſhew and make good 
the praftiic of the Churches there in matter of Order,and Dif= 
cipline, and Government. Now in this book there is no ſuch 
praftife as private perſons preaching mentioned, nay Mr. Cot- 
ton exprefſes himfelt often and pathetically againſt it, and 
ſhews us,that they areſo far from allowing meer Lay-men to 
preach , that they do not allow all Eccleſiattical] Officers a= 
Keys of the Ong them topreach, for by this he dittinguitheth preaching 

Kingd. of hea- and ruling Elders, that preaching , and adminiſtring the Sa» 
| vet.c.5, craments is that Key of Authority #hat is peculiar to preaching Ele 
Ihidp.24z ders, The Raling Elders have nor received power to preach,but 
Q-: 
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wo charge wy of the people in private, that none of them live inor, 
mately wit vonut 3 Calling,or :d'y in their Callingy or ſcandalouſly in any 
fort. Sothat the praiſe of che Churches ot Chritt in New-Eng- 
tand allowerh not private mens preaching, and therefore nor 
their Judgement , unlefle their pradtiie be not according to 
their judgement. 

2. What approbation theſe two books of Mr. Cotton (cited 
in this Diſcourſe) have ia O/d-England, we may learn from the 
publiſhers of them. 

1. NAH. and 7 H. the publiſhers of the one (viz. The Way of 
the Churche: of Ch-iſt in New-England )calling it A Full Declaras 
$1:n of the Crurch-ro-y tn all particulars meaſurea and examined by the 
g'/den reed of the Sa, ary, have in their Epittle to the Reader 
theſe words, — with ſeconds of frequent intimations , that we hold 
with the Churches of New- England. And again, With much adoo we 
bawve (lay they) preſented you with a fuller Declaration of All Our 
Wy, according t the Scriptures in thu learned, yet modeſt Treatiſe of 
(T he was of the Churches of Chriſt in News England.) And we do in 
thu u” Fpiſtle certifie Our afſent thereunto , ſaving that we donot yet 
full, cl:ſe with ſome expreſſi ws paſsim in the book, before ſ:me of which 
We winded 1t to 110te 4 W m the Margin. And we hinde not this {tar 
before any of the teitinwonies which we have cited againlt pri- 
vate per:ons preaching. And therefore we have forus in this 
Contuve: lie the nd gement as of Mr.Cotton,and the Uhurches 
in New-E»2/2nd, io of all thoſe Churches and perſons in O14- 
E,:9g/,1d which are contained inthole publiſhers ALL OUR, 
and WE. Ard who, andhow many they are, they belt xnow, 
who made chat Mnifeits, Their We and A! Orr with the drite 
of the Eplitle ſeem to imp y an unanimous conſent. F 
And the Reverend publiſhers of the other book ( viz. The 2 SG &- 


Keys of the K'nz40m of Heaven ) albeit they ſeem trodiflent from Goow?n. | 
Mr. Cotton in this point of prophelying, yet are expreſle (Iam PRnNow "7 
ſure) igainlt that which is pratited among us, defended by 
Jobn Kwowls, and oppugned by me in this Diſcourie. For take 
their cautions in their own words, 1t mult be, fay they, ſomes 
eames onely, 1. Occaſumaily not in an ordinary conrſe. 2. By ſuch men 
#5 are fit for office. And 3 not aſſuming thi of themſelves, but judged 
ſuch by thoſe that have the power, and ſo allowed and deſigned to it,evc. 
Thus, and thus onely, they conceive gitted. Brethren way 
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dreach; and had theſe cautions been obſerved, we had nox 
had this controverlie afoot z and how unſuitable the praiſe 
of our private Preachers hath been to theſe limitations, is ſo 
manitelt;that I need not, nor will ſpeak: it were to ſpeak ra- 
ther a4perſonas,which I meddle not wich,than ad rem, which is 
that Iſcck, the clearing of the truth, | 

And, as TI ſaid, thongh theſe learne1 men ſeem to diflent 
from Mr. Cotton, yet wherein the difference lies (having cons 
{idered their cautions and his writings ) I contefle I ice not, 
unlefe it be in the word Occaſtoxally. For Mr. Cotton permits 
none (though gifted men, and Eccletlaſticall Othcers) unleffe 
Patfors or I cachers to preach. Mr. Peters Colleague hath him- 
ſelt held up all the ordinance in the whole work of the Mini- 
ferygall the time of Mr. Peters refiding here in this Kingdom, 
for which he bleffeth God tor Divine afliltance, conlidering 
the greatnefſe of the Congregation, and the weakneſle ot his 
body formerly. 

I ſhall conclude with that patheticall paſſage of Mr. Cottons, 
which Iwiſhthem to obſerve who make ſo ſmall a matter of 
this buſinefſe. Ye Claith he) be far from allowing that ſacrilegious 
uſurpation of the Miniſters Office, which we hear of ( to our grief”) to 
be pradtiſed in ſome places, that private Chriſtians ordinarily take uport 


them to preach the Goſpel publickly , and to miniſter the Sacraments. 


And if hiseye could have helped his car, it would have at- 
teed his heart with more grief, to ſee it done with that con= 
tempt of the ordinance of Chriilt. Why he cals it ſacrzlegzous 
#ſurpation , he gives not his reaſons, but we may gather them 
tobe ſuch as theſe. Lhat*tis wſurpat ions 

I. It appears trom that of the Apolile, T ſuffer not a woman to 
teach, nor to u/urp authorrity over the man, bit to bein ſilence. And 
the ſame Apoltle, Let your women keep ſilence in the congregations, 
for it 1 not permitted unto them to ſpeak » but they are commanaed to be 
under obedience. In which places it is evident , that'pouwer to 
preach, isto have authority , and this being not given by God 
to woinengif they take it;they do uturp authority, and are not 
under O cdience; and ſo do otÞ ers if they take it. How is this 
Anthority given ? From Mr. Cotton we have an Anſwer, and a

S)thefunmmeot all this comes to thus much , That Chritt Heb. 5. 4,5s 
took no 14118 power and anthority in the Church unto Him- 
ſelt, bit it was given unto him. All power in heaven and in Mat,28,18, 
eaith 1s given unto Him. And he hath ſet this Order in the 
-hyrch, that fome ſhould þe officers to preach aud rule. Other 5; nemo hono- 
enbers he hath er in the body in their places (to do their re bi rite ue 
own bulincfſe, 1o the Apoltle, 1 Theſ, 4.18.)as in thenaturall Eccleld uſur- 
boly, fo in the Church.
